to interchange opinions pertaining to the 
interests of our race, and: we wish that it 
were in gur power, to bring before you such 
suggestions, as might be adequate to the im- 
portance of this great and now all-absorbing 
subject; a subject fraught with considerations 
of greater magnitude, whether relating to our 
domestic or foreign relations—for such we 
have indeed—than all others combined; al- 
though but seldom if ever so considered by 
those termed the leading Colored men in the 
United Stales, simply because they suffer 
their interests to be swallowed up in common 
with those of their oppressors, and content 
themselves with vociferating the claims that 
they are part and parcel of the body politic 
—the sovereign people of this country—and 
it would seem, judging from their continual 
acts, desire not to know nor acknowledge a 
difference. 

This most unfortunately is one of those poli- 
tical errors and blunders, so long committed 
-by our political leaders in the different States, 
especially the free, until it has become the 
leading established policy among them, 
though fatal everywhere, in its consequences 
and results. 

Our Domestic Relations should first claim 
our attention, although we regret to say, that 
amid the world of matter that should be at 
our commands, we have but little at hand in 
this department, to present in a tangible form 
before you. 

We shall first call your attention to the 
Southern or Slave States.” 

The Constitutions of ‘Texas and Arkansas 
prohibit slavery forever from being abolished, 
thus perpetudting~ slavery within their boun- 


| daries. In neither of these States has the 
colored man any privileges, but those 


- 


by the merest sufferance. 
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human cattle which embark dowa the Mis- 
sissippi valley, where they are gathered in 
droves preparatory to their final exhibition 
for the Auctioneer’s bammer, or a last resort, 
the slave bazaar in New Orleans. Missouri 
vies with the last named State in recent acts 
of despotism.

Forced 
by measures the most stringent and extreme, 
the colored inhabitants of that State, especi- 
ally those resident in St. Louis, have been 
driven and compelled to fly in every direction. 

California by three successive acts of the 
legislature, has granted to slave-holders the 
right to take their slaves into the State, for 
and during the term of three consecutive 
years; and now seriously contemplates its 
nermanent establishment, which doubtless 
will be consummated during the next year. 
Ta this state the colored people are deprived 
of the right of testimony in the courts or any 
case of litigation, wherein their evidence ¢on- 
flicts with that of a white person. By this 
despotic provision, many of the native Cali- 
fornians, who were a part of the independent

In this 
state we are stil permitted to testify as com- 
petent witnesses in courts of litigation. The 
“Colored school” system also pervades, and 
in the eastern and interior counties, a stupid 
prejudice exists against the colored people, 
which is only equaled by the ignorance of 
those who manifest it.. Notwithstanding all 
this, there are those among us who cling to 
Pennsylvania as to a-Paradise. 


Federal City, covered with disgrace. Rather 
than the consummation of such a design— 
the subjugation of Haytr by the United 
States—would we see that splendid fsle sunk 
beneath the swelling waves of the Carribean 
Sea forever.

Council or convention of colored “ Odd Fel- 
lows,” a society, so we are informed, designed 
wholly for charitable purposes, and for the 
improvement of the mental, moral, and in- 
dustrial condition of the free colored popu- 
lation wherever such an organization exists. 
It was held on the 7th instant, at Reading, 
Pennsylvania. Our friend, Isaac N. Cary, 
who kept a hair-cutting establishment for 


- Taany years on Sixth street, near the corner 


of Pennsylvania Avenue was a reprensenta- 
tive from the society in this city. They 
could not have had a worthier one, for he is 
well known for his excellent sense and 
scrupulously-correct conduct as a man, and 
consequently enjoys the sincere respect of 
all who know him persona!ly—and who does 
not? The Reading. Jowrnal of the 8th 
instant, says of the convention to which we 
refer above: 

« A grand procession and celebration of 
colored Odd Fellows, including the ‘ Jocka- 
bed Lodge,” of Reading, and some eight or 
ten other Lodges from Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Lancaster, Norristown, Harrisburg, 
Columbia and other towns in Pennsylvania; 
came off in this city, yesterday. It was duly 
heralded iu the public prints, but unlike most 
demonstrations got up by the‘ white folks, 
the actual display in this case exceeded all 
anticipation. J*rom five to eight hundred 
persons were in line, including some half a 
dozen excellent bands of music, aud the same 
number of beautiful banners, the whole form- 
ing a line of two or three squares in length. 
Charles Grey officiated as Chief Marshal on 
the occasion, and Thomas Groves, G. S. Nel-

excellent order over the following route:—

Everything was admirably arranged, and 
good order prevailed throughout.

the line, and all were well clad, and provided 
with handsome regalia of the order. Nota 
drunken man was visible, not a single “ loafer” 
disgraced jhe scene, nor have we heard of 
any “ platform” breaking down, or any 
“ muss” being kicked up. Everything was 
. done with such decency and order, that cer- 
tain “ white folks” we could name, who figured 
in the streets some months ago, might profit 
by the lesson.

The Colored Candidate for Attorney 
eneral. : 


In our paper of Friday, we published the 
ticket nominated at Utica, a few days ago, 
by that small band of Anti-Slavery men, 
known as the Liberty Party. The ticket is, 
in many respects, a good one, but as the 
party all toid can’t poll 10,000 votes in the 
States, there is but little chance for it to 
win. Among the candidates nominated is 
George B. Vasnron, of Cortland Co., for 
Attorney General. <A friend of ours, who 
is well acquainted with Mr. Vasuion, gives 
us some information in regard to him which 
we doubt not will be interesting to many 
of our readers. He was born in Pittsburg, 
Pa., is about thirty years of age, of medium 
stature and light complexion. His father, 
J.B. Vashon, was an old and influential 
colored mar, (a barber,) of Pittsburgh, was 
tolerably well educated, and did much in 
his day for the bettering of his race. He 
died a year or two ago, deeply regretted by 
a large circle of his acquaintances. i 

The present candidate on the Liberty 
ticket, for Attorney General of this State, 
was early sent to school, and after acquiring 
a good English education, his father sent 
him to Oberlin College, in Ohio, where he 
graduated with distinguished honors. He 
then returned to Pittsburg-and studied law 
| under Hon. Walter Forward, (one’ of the 
ablest lawyers Pennsylvania ever produced, 
and Secretary of War under Gen. Harrison), 
but on account of his color was refused ad- 
mission to the bar of his native State. Noth- 
ing daunted, however, on the recommenda- 
tion of Judve Forward, he came to this 
State, and was shortly thereafter admitted 
to practice in his profession. His health not 
being good, he visited Hayti, and While there 
interested himself in the political affairs of 
that country. A few months after his arri- 
val, the Emperor tendered to him the ap- 
pointment of Secretary of State which he 
accepted and retained with great satisfaction 
to the Emperor, until some urgent business 
recalled him home to this country. Since 
his return, our friend knows but little about 
his history, and had lost track of him until 
the announcement of his nomination in the 
papers, showed that he still was a resident 
of this State. 

Mr. Vashon is a young man of fine edu- 
cation, of rare talent, and one of the most 
eloquent and classical speakers in the State. 
He is modest and unassuming in his man- 
ners; and had he the self-confidence of Fred, 
Douglass, would take a much higher rank 
as an orator and champion of the rights of 
the people of his own coler, than ever the 
latter has. The Liberty party Convention 
could have hardly made a better selection 
for Attorney-General than they have done, 
if the Jefferson rule was but the test of fit- 
ness for office now-a-days; but as things ex- 
ist at present, a colored man, no matter how 
talented, aspires hopelessly when he asks 
for an office at the hands of American Free- 
men ! But this may not always be. His. 
political horizon is becoming brighter and 
brighter every, day; and the day may not be 
far distant when he will vote and be voted 
for in every Northern State of this Union.—

Both are 
fugitives from oppression, only one is from 
the “Old World,” and the other from the 
“ New,” and there is but this difference 
between them ;—that of their dress ;—one 
wears a white skin, and the other wears a 
black one! Tell us, ye “ wise-sagers,” the 
difference, intrinsically, between a white fugi- 
tave and a black one! Why doyou hate the 
one and despise the other? We have among

us white fugitives and black fugitives, and 
fugitives from justice——some from Europe 
and some from America. Why do you not 
hate them ail alike, if it is proper to hate 
simply because they are fugitives? We hope 
the colored people of this, and all countries, 
will show to the world, that they have more 
common sense, at least, than to base their 
hatred of mankind upon any such sandy 
foundations, as INVOLUNTARY SUBJUGATION, 
and FLYING FROM OPPRESSION, to secure 
their liberty.

( We call attention to Dr. Delany’s 
Address, delivered before the National Board 
of Commissioners, published on our first 
page of to-day’s issue. It is like every pro- 
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pay ‘to read it, — 
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United States and Canada—a Parallel. 


The United States are governed by a 
section of their population, situated in the 
least improving portion of their territory, 
and both in numbers and intelligence in- 
ferior to those over whom they rule We 
of course refer to the South as the govern- 
ing, and the North and West as the govern- 
ed. By union’ of action and devotion to 
to one great object, the minority of the 
slaveholders Manage to control Congress 
and the executive, and to cause legislation 
to retrogade towards despotism and bar- 
barism, rather than progress to freedom 
and civilization. They hold the keys of 
office and gain Northern support, by un- 
locking for their worshippers the doors of 
bureaux. As the United States has a 
ruling South, so Canada has a governing 
East, likewise containing a minority of the 
people, likewise ruling on retrogressive 
principles, and likewise by mercenary in- 
ducemeénts offered to the representatives of 
The parallel is perfect, and 
in the minor details there is also a singular 
similarity. So lone as the South remained 
on the defensive, or contented herself 
merely with a demand for the delivery of 
escaped slaves—she found individuals at | 
the North who could take her money and 
yet preserve a measure of influence among 
their neighbors. Her position was insecure, | 
however, she needed something more than | 
_to preserve her position; the growth of the 
North was more rapid than her own, and she 
would soon be overwhelmed, did she not 
succeed in subjecting thoroughly to slave | 
influence a portion of territory above Mason 
and Dixon’s line. Hence arose that mea- 
sure of invasion on Northern rights, the 
Kansas Nebraska bill, and theace followed 
the almost tnanimous outburst of indigna- 
tion from the free States, which threatens 
to destroy for ever the influence of the slave 
powerin the Union. In Canada the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy is the slave power. It 
holds its subjects in bondage as slavish as 
the Southern taskmaster. It has used in- 
fluence with Western politicians to strength- 
en its power i its own territory and to ex- 
tend it in a milder form to Upper Canada. 
The earlier Sectarian School bills might be 
likened to the U.S. compromise acts of 1850; 
the latter gave the slaveholder a foothold 
on free soil to recapture his bondsmen, the 


- former gave the priest a similar foothold to 


prevent his spiritual servitor being enlight- 
ened by a system of free education. Like 
the slaveh@lder, the priesf was not content 
with this; education must not only be kept 
from the Roman Catholic, but it must be 
destroyed, by the breaking up of the whole 
national school system. It was this design 
which produced the School act of last ses- 
sion—our Kansas-Nebraska bill. 

‘Thus far the parallel is exact, nor does it 
fail when we come to the ultimate conse- 
quences. The whole North has risen to ex- 
claim that the South shall not rule over it, 
that beyond a ceriain point, slavery shall not 
come, vay that it shall not exist even in the 
South longer than the time necessary for 
the removal of so great an evil. And so in 
Canada, the whole West declares that the 
minority in the East shall not rule over it, 
that to free their institutions from danger, 
that power which has become perilous to 
liberty must be reduced in its stronghold. 
The Northern American has already had 


/an opportunity at the polls of showing how 


he regards his enslaver; since our Kansas- 
Nebraska bill there has been no election, 
but the temper of ihe people and the tone 
of the press indicate what must be the re- 
sult. Parties have been broken up in the 
Union by the great question, and parties will 
be broken up here. The opponents of Ro- 
man priesteraft, the defenders of education 
will not come from one side alone. The

It isa plain unvarnished statement of the 
facts as they exist in Canada West, whither 
most of those who have been successful in 
their exodus from the land of slavery, have 
located themselves. Coming, as it does, from 
one whose character for veraeity is above 
impeachment, and whose actual observation 
has afforded ample opportunity to form a 
correct opinion, jt is a complete refutation of 
the base falsehoods so common in the mouths 
of those who are truckling for the favor of 
the slaveholder, “ that the colored man can- 
not take care of himself. That the fugi- 
tives are in a forlorn condition in Canada, 
and would be glad toget back to their old 
masters again,” etc. etc. 

The colored man asks no exclusive privi- 
leges in order that he may keep pace with 
his Anglo-Saxon neighbour. Ail that he 
desires is that the rights and privileges from 
which he is excluded may be granted to him, 
in common with the citizens of every other 
kindred, and tongue, and nation on the 
globe.

Br. Boees:—I returned home a few days 
since from Canada West, and having spent 
about a year asteacher among the Fugitives 
in that Province, I deem it a duty to correct 
that oft repeated assertion, that has become as 
common as household words through the North 
and South—among friends, as well as enemies 
—that the numerous, and almost daily acces- 
sions to the colored population .in Canada, are 
producing e@reat suffering among them. That 
they are starving and freezing to death in that 
colder climate. That those who have left the 
South, would gladly return to their former pro- 
tectors, if practicable, etc. ete. To which we 
subjoin the following facts, (which may refute 
the above allegation,) obtained by visiting 
eleven different neighbourhoods of that class, 
and more than 150 families, in the year’s resi- 
dence among them, seeking out the poorest of 
their poor, as well as those in comfortable, and 
some even inaffluent circumstances. We could 
give names of those who are from 12 to 20 
years from Southern servitude, whose person- 
al, and real estates are valued at from $20,800 
to #30,000. 

We found but very few who could be class- 
ed among the “suffering.” Itis true, the sick, 
and afflicted are to be found among them, as 
well as elsewhere; and there too we find 
those of indolent and intemperate habits, with 
all their attendant train of evils. But to al- 
lege these, as characteristic of that class, is 
an errant falsehood ; utterly untrue. ‘They 
are generally industrious, temperate, and law- 
abiding. Among tie 60,000 who have left 
their Old Kentucky Homes,” “ Old Virgi- 
nia shores,” and other slave states, there are 
fewer arrests, and committals to prisons for 
misdemeauor than among the whites, accord- 
ing to their numbers, as reported by the offi: 
cers of the different communities | visited. 
This speaks in unmistakable language to all, 
of their loyalty to the country and govern-

ment of their adoption. They are fast im- 
proving themselves and children in education, 
and intelligence. _My school was located in 
/anew portion of the country, where almost 
all are settled on their own lands, and are tell- 
ing by their works, that they. are capuble of 
taking care of themselves. The school con- 
sisted of between 70 and 80 different mem- 
bers ; and not one dudl scholar in that number ; 
although the same disparity.is found among 
them that exists in all other schools. In 
many places, they have organized ‘l'emper- 
ance Societies ; and also Societies called the 
“ True Band,” the special object of which, is 
tore ember their ** Brother Jos wh,” by rais- 
| ing funds, to relieve the sick and destitute, on 


arriving at their shores. However, if health 
is enjoyed but little is needed for the new 
comer, as labor is in good demand, wages for 
men, are from $1 to 1,50 per day, the same per 
week for women; or for washing, ironing, 
house-cleaning, &c. 50 cts perday. The cli- 
mate is mild, and healthy. Sd rich and pro- 
ductive, wheat from 20 to 40 bushels to the 
acre, and other grains in proportion. ‘Che 
finest Irish potatoes in market are grown in 
Canada. Sweet potatoes are cultivated there 
to some extent. <A neighbour near my schoel ° 
raised some very fine ones last year, some of. 
which weighed nearly two pounds. We will 
mention another product of that country, 
tobacco, which we would gladly have pass- 
ed over, were it not for showing to the stran- 
ger the climate, by its: heavy, and luxuriant 
growth. But we hasten from its sickening as 


licious fruits that abound there, peradventure 
the nauseousness may be disguised. Apples, 
peaches, pears, plums, cherries, and grapes, 
(the three last mentioned fruits, and the first 
grow spontaneously)—are abundant. As to 
climate, very little difference is discernable, 
between that provinceand Michigan, Northern 
Indiana and Ohio. Springs are about two or 
three weeks earlier, in the southern portion of 
the two last mentioned states, and Kentucky ; 
aud two or three weeks later in New York, 
and other North Eastern states than in the 
larger portion of Canada West. But says one, 
if that country is so fine, labor, in such good 
demand, her citizens so willing to supply it, 
from whence arise those paradoxical reports 2 
The reply is, from two sources, First, those 
opposed to their self-colonization plan, cross 
over their Jordan, spend a few moments in 
glancing over new objects before them, the 
eyes of the stranger rest upon a few of the 
Queen’s sable subjects, in their every-day 
working dress, and perchance there may be 
now and then one who may not present a very 
prepossessing appearance, for we do not pre- 
tend to say that there are no loungers among 
them, for if we should assume such a position, 
we should be compelled to prove their superi- 
ority to us in purity of moral character ; as 
the drinking, thieving debauchee is too often 
found among the whites. 

A few months’since I fell in company with 
four Kentucky slaveholders, while crossing on 
the Ferry from Detroit to Windsor, and re- 
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sociation, and pass on to some ®f the many de- | 
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out into the River for Dotroit, “These nig- 

gers over here in Canada don’t begin to be as | 
well off as ours at home.” ‘No,’ was: the 

ready response, “ you wouldn’t see our nig- 

gers looking like that one we saw standing on 

the bank ?’ Said another, “‘ Did you see that 

wench packing water up that steep place 

from the river ?’ «* Yes, but she had a fine 

dress on, though, hadn’t she ?’ After silently 

listening a few moments to these and similar 

remarks, I rejoined, * But I think you have 

not given yourselves sufficient time and oppor- 

tunity to form a correct judgment, of the true 

condition of the fugitives in Canada. You 

ought to have remained over the Sabbath, and 

see them come out to their churches in their 

Sunday best ; and then take a ride of 40 or 50 

miles through their settlements, and see them 

hard at work,on their own well cultivated 

farms, before you consider yourselves possess- 

ed of sufficient data from which to judge the 

60,000 self-emancipated slaves in Canada ;” 

upon which, two of their number seemed to be 

wrought up toalmost boiling heat. Said one, 

with sparkling eye, “If weare to judge from 

appearances, we have ample evidence of their 

miserable condition here. I know one thing, 

my niggers would make a fuss pretty quick, 

if they had to go looking likethese in Cana- 

da.” Said another rejoinder, ‘“* Yes, and so 

would mine. ‘I tell you, they have some pride 

about them to keep, themselves decent ; and 

you will see them going about their work so 
cheerful, and happy, they don’t look so dull 

and dauncy as these Canadian niggers do.” 

‘‘T suppose you are an abolitionist,’ added 
another, “ I presume of the Harriet Beecher 
Stowe stamp.” But I still persisted that their 
unfair prejudgment, that would probably be re- 
ported to thousands, with all the weight and 
sanction of eye-witnesses, was ungenerous. 


The second and last cause of false impres- 
sions, so prevalent, is the advantage some de- 
signing minds have taken over objects of 
need : (for they were much more numerous 
formerly than at present.) Cases of sickuess, 
in destitution, which rendered them proper 
subjects of philanthropic aid, and these, to ad- 
vance their own pecuniary interests, engaged, 
as well as the good and true, inthe loud and 
long call upon the thousands’ whose hearts, 
like the good Samaritan, are always beating 
high, and warm, for suffering humanity, in 
any form, and in all places—which has mili- 
tated against the general interests of tbe 
cause. ‘Their greatest assistance is in estab- 
lishing and keeping up schools among them.

During this twelfth year of our existence 
as a Society, some of our beloved and vener- 
ated companions in labor, having been tried 
and found faithful, have been called to their 
rest. William A. Tweed Dale, of Albany, 
N. Y., passed away on the 28th August last, 
in the 79th year of his'age While living, 
he was a warm friend and liberal contributor 
to the Free Mission cause; and in dying, he 
left to the Society, as a proof of the deep in- 
terest he felt in its objects, a bequest of one 
thonsand dollars. Ira Haskins, of Belvidere, 

Il, died suddenly in February last. He 
also was an efficient supporter of our cause, 
and, as we are informed, made provisions in 
his will, from which it will continue to derive 
aid Hereafter. Isaac Post, of Montrose, Pa., 
fell asleep in Christ on the 22nd of March 
last, in his 71st year.* He bad-been identi- 
fied with the Anti-Slavery and Free Mission 


the last. By the departure of our brethren, 
we are admonished that the term. of active 
service with each of us is hastening toa 
close, and that what we desigi to do for 
the glory of God ani the relief of suffering 
humanity, should bé quickly done. 


The founders of the Free Mission Society 
had the same objects in view, for which the 
Divine Missionary, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
was sent into the world. They sought to 
preach the gospel to the poor; to bind up 
the broken-hearted; to proclaim liberty to 
the captives, and the opening of the prison 
to them that were bound. A gospel that 
had no rebuke for a wrong so stupendous as 
the system of American Slavery, which vio- 
ieritly seizes and ruthlessly holds millions of 
human beings, men, women and children, in 
bitter and life-long bondage, denying to them 
all the rights that inhere in manhood, and 
subjecting them to all the conditions and 
liabilities of chattlehood,—they believed to 
be “another gospel,” and not the uncor- 
rupted gospel of Christ. Churches and 
Missionary organizations, hulding mansteal- 
ers in membership, or fellowship, as brethren 
approved notwithstanding their manstealing, 
—and aiming to propagate, in this and other 
lands, only that modified form of Christi- 
anity which manstealers approve,—they re- 
garded as having lost sight of one of the 
essential principles of true Christian evan- 
gelization. They believe that the preaching 
of Christ’s gospel by his disciples, should be 
conformed to the preaching of the same gos- 
pel by himself;—that is, that it should in- 
clude a proclamation of liberty to the cap- 
tives ;—not, indeed, to such captives as were 
justly held by the law, without first render- 
ing to that law an adequate satisfaction, 
after which they could no longer be right- 
fully kept in custody, and must of necessity 
be liberated; but, pre-eminently, to such as 
were held in bondage, not justly, as having 
forfeited their right to freedom, but wrong- 
fully, having been violently subjugated by 
those who were stronger than they. How 
can it be otherwise, than that a religion which 
is identical with absolute right, and diametri- 
cally oppesed to all wrong, should demand 
freedom for the victim of the manstealer,— 
the chattel slave ? = 

It was for the purpose of rendering these 
and kindred views practically operative, that 
the American Baptist Free Mission Society 
was formed. In obedience to the Great 
Commission, it will do what it can to cause 
the gospel to be preached to every creature; 
but it will send forth that gospel only in its 
purity,—cleared from the false pro-slavery 
glosses which in this age, and especially in 
this country, have been superadded to it, 
and which have caused the churches raised 
up by our pro-slavery missionary organiza- 
tions, in slave-holding communities, to be 
slave holding churches. The gospel propa- 
gated by the Free Mission Society, will be, 
always and every where, an anti-slavery gos- 
pel. Its principles, its position, its acts, will 
all be anti-slavery; and it will thus seek to 
maintain a consistent, decided, perpetual pro- 
test against the most gigantic system of 
oppression that the sun ever shone upon.

Active operations have been resumed in 
the Crimea. 

Gortschakoff reports.on the 17th, that the 
Allies had attempted nothing up to that 
date on the North side. They were con- 
tinuing to concentrate their forces between 
Balaklava and the Tchernaya, and constantly 
reconnoitering the left wing of the Russians, 
from the Blidar Valley. SS 

Letters from the camp mention that the 
Allies were actively preparing for a cam- 
paign. 

From three or four hundred deserters, 
most of them Poles, had arrived at the canip, 
who said that the demoralization of the 
Russian army was most complete, aud that 
such was ihe confusion from the first mo- 
ment of the attack, that the soldier, exhaust- 
ed from fatigue, remained 24 hours without 


provisions. 


The loss of the Russians is estimated at 
18 000 men. 

The correspondent of the Paris Petrie, 
on date of Sept. 25th, says: 

Even since the retreat, the Russians have 
continued to fire shells at us, and it will be 
a mistake for us to suppose that out armies 
in Sebastopol are beyond the range of the 
enemies batteries on the Northern shore and 
on the platau. The balls from fort Con- 
stantine reached Dryond Strelitzka, and can 
very easily throwtheir projectiles into the 
town. As to the batteries of the other ports, 
some of the guns in them are so powerful 
that they carry shot right ever the town, and. 
do execution in the advaneed siege works; 
but, although, the Russian fires does not 
cease, it isnot very active. Theartillery and 
enginéers in Sebastopol are every- where at 
work... Fort St. Nicholas, which was before, 
almost intack, is being fortified, and its can- 
non already replies to the enemy. 


Any attempt of the Russians to return to 
the base is wholly out of the question. 

The Grand Duke Constantine arrived at 
Nicoloff on the 20th, and it is said the Czar 
himself would shortly visit that place to 
superintend the Winter Campaign. 

A letter from Berlin, dated 23rd says:— 
Various circumstances at St. Petersburg 
seeins to indicate that Prince Gortschakoff 
will soon evacuate the North side of Sebas- 
topol; but great preparations are making by 
the Russians for a winter campaign. 

The Russian treasury has received large 
sums of money through Berlin. 

English war material is constantly passing 
through Prussia for the Army. 

On the 16th September the Turkish 
Troops at Constantinople intended for Asia, 
were sent to Kupatoria. 

The Anglo-Turkish contingent would go 
to Trebizond and be placed under Omar 
Pacha. 

It is also’ announced that considerabl 
bodies of French troops have been sent to 
KE upatoria.

Emigration to Canada increasing, while. 
to the United States it is decreasing, 


The annual returns of the emigration into 
Canada during the past year have just been 
published,and show a large increase, the 
total from the United Kingdom and the con- 
tinent of Europe having been 53,183 against 
36,699 in 1853. Theaverage length of the 
passage from the United Kingdom was forty- 
seven days, and from continental ports fifty- 
eight days. By the steamers from Liver- 
pool it was sixteen days. Since 1851, the 
emigration from Trelanifto Canada has shown 
a great excess of females over males, the 
result, probably, of men who have succeeded 
well in the colony having sent remittances for 
their female relatives to join them. Last 
year the excess was 2,209 women, being 
double that of the previous year. ‘Three 
vessels were lost during the season, but 
without any sacrifice of life. 

Scarcely any complaints were made of in- 
fringements of the Passenger Act, but some 
defects of that act were rendered apparent, 
which call for remedy. he chief of these 
is the system of issuing the provisions in an 
uncooked state, the struggle for the use of 
the stoves leadinggmprap ence and oppression 
on the part of thestrong over the weak and 
timid. Of the total 53,183 immigrants, 
35,132 were of British origin, the remaining 
18,051 being foreigners. Of these 14,000 
British and 8,000 foreigners passed through 
to the United States, andthe number that 
remained as permanent settlers in Canada 
was therefore 31,183. In addition there was 
an accession of 7,000 or 8,000 to the po- 
pulation of the Provinces by persons ar- 
riving from the United States. 

The disposition to settle permanently in 
Canada is stated to have been stronger than 
at any former period. ‘This is attributed 
partly to the depressed condition of business 
in the United States and partly to the effects 
of the Know-Nothing movements against 
foreginers. A body of fifty or sixty Nor- 
wegians, who have settled near Sherbrooke, 
are regarded as very valuable colonists, and 
a strong hope is entertained that they may be 
the means of attractiog further arrivals.— 
London Times, August 24.

BELIEVING in the necessity of measnres to further pro- 
mote Literature, General intelligence, Active Benevolence;
